Lack of Funds Results in Plan 
To Drop Off All Names

The number of WPA workers in} 
Upland and throughout the county 
and southland will be decreased 
because funds are insufficient to 
continue employment at the pres- 
ent rate, ace*rding to word receiv- 
ed here today from Ralph B. 
Smith, manager of the WPA in 
this district. Col. Donald H, Con- 
nolly, Southern California WPA 
administrator, told Mr. Smith ap- 
proximately 5,000 men and women 
would be laid off.

CONFER IN WASHINGTON 


In Washington, D. C., represen- 
tatives of national marketing and 
distributing concerns have been 
conferring with federal officials 
on ways and means of h2ndling 
the citrus surplus. One recommem 
dation from this conf:rence is that 
the prorate plan be extended to 
include all citrus producing areas 
and not just California and Ari- 
zona, 

An intensive marksting pre 
gram with lower profit margine 
and a reduction in freight ane 
handling charges was als> recom- 
mended. An increase in consump- 
tion of citrus fruit was 2lso urged 
through improved selling plans. 

PROPOSALS OUTLINED 

The following proposals were 
approved at the conference: 

1—A maximum mark-up of 25
